‘Trusted employee’ is 
jailed for £300,000 theft 
from Barry estate agency 


A trusted employee 
at a Barry estate 
agent who sys¬ 
tematically stole 
£302,000 over a 
six-year period 
has been jailed for 
three years, two 
months at Cardiff 
Crown Court, 
writes AJ SICLUNA. 

Robert Parker, 28, had 
become addicted to gam¬ 
bling and at one stage 
was paying online book¬ 
makers up to £50,000 a 
month. 

He was seen on CCTV 


'kissing” money he was 
pilfering. 

His counsel, Kevin 
Seal, described him as 
living a life of “Jekyll 
and Hyde”. 

Parker, married with 
two children, of Pyke 
Street, Barry, pleaded 
guilty to theft. 

Prosecutor Owen 
Williams said the victim, 
Mrs Nina Chivers, was 
the owner of the Nina 
Letting Agency, based in 
Broad Street, Barry and 
managed over 300 prop¬ 
erties in south Wales. 

She also owned the 
Nina Estate Agency.

Parker began working 
for her and was con¬ 
sidered a very trusted 
employee and was 
promoted to lettings 
manager. 

He was in control of 
all bankings and had full 
access to all the company 
bank accounts. 

In 2012, Mrs Chivers 
became concerned at her 
profit growth. She con¬ 
sulted her then account¬ 
ants who found there was 
nothing wrong. 

Then, said Mr 
Williams, HMRC indi¬ 
cated there were serious 
discrepancies and she 
would have to pay 
£200,000 in tax. 

New accountants were 
instructed and discrepan¬ 
cies were discovered. At 
times, Parker frustrated 
their investigations and 
said he didn’t know 
where the money had 
gone. At that point, 
he remained a trusted 
employee. 

In October 2017, 
£5,000 was discovered 
missing and it was also 
found that £302,000 of 


tenants’ rent had not 
been banked. 

CCTV showed him 
receiving rent which he 
failed to enter into a pay¬ 
ing-in book. 

Mr Williams said: “He 
was regarded by his col¬ 
leagues as well off. 

“He owned two houses, 
bought high value goods 
online, and had the best 
of everything.” 

He openly spoke of 
his gambling and said 
he would sometimes win 
thousands of pounds at 
a time. 

After Mrs Chivers 
had examined his note¬ 
book, the police arrested 
Parker. 

They discovered 
details of Parker enjoy¬ 
ing foreign holidays 
and having fine dining 
experiences. 

Last April, he admit¬ 
ted he had been stealing 
money on a regular basis, 
acting completely alone. 

He explained he had a 
severe gambling addic¬ 
tion and that sometimes 
he gambled £50,000 a 
month. 


He told the police: “ft 
was a ridiculous amount 
of money,” and added 
that he was astonished 
at the scale of it. At one 
time, said Mr Williams, 
Mrs Chivers believed 
he had stolen more than 
£600,000, something 
Parker denied. 

Mrs Chivers, a mother 
of four, read to the court 
a victim impact state¬ 
ment, at times breaking 
down in tears. 

She said her life had 
been ruined, as was that 
of her family and she 
had suffered emotional 
damage. 

She added that she had 
regarded Parker, whom 
she had known since he 
was 14, as family. 

He had referred to her 
as “his second mum”. 

Mrs Chivers said: 
“This experience has 
been devastating” and 
said she had been receiv¬ 
ing counselling.

“You are putting the 
health and safety of play¬ 
ers at risk. It is disgusting! 

“If your dog does 
foul anywhere, there are 
bags available at most 
retailers. Please buy 
some and use them.” 

The visiting team told 
Mr Humphreys they had 
similar problems on their 
own playing field. Mr 
Humphreys issued his 
appeal for good behav¬ 
iour on social media and 
one person responded: 
“Toxicara retinitis is 
a very real disease 
carried in un-wormed 
dog faeces and causes 
blindness when trans¬ 
mitted to humans. 

“It is an issue 
which should be taken 
seriously, especially 
on sports fields.”

Family left 
‘disgusted’ by 
man’s actions 


THE relative of an elderly 
woman has told The GEM 
his family was disgusted by 
the actions of a Barry man 
who entered the woman’s 
house and went through inti¬ 
mate items of her clothing. 

The relative said it has had a devas¬ 
tating effect on the pensioner. 

Last week, Michael Ware (71) of 
Barry pleaded guilty to three counts of 
sexual assault and a count of burglary 
at Cardiff Crown Court. 

The offences took place last year 
when Ware was caught on CCTV 
handling the items of clothing. 


He was sentenced to four months 
imprisonment suspended for two years 
and must pay a victim surcharge of 
£115, compensation of £750 and pros¬ 
ecution costs of £535. 

He is also subject to a restrain¬ 
ing order and must register as a sex 
offender for seven years. He must also 
go on a rehabilitation course. 

The relative of the distressed woman 
said: “Her health has gone downhill 
due to this. It has made a massive dif¬ 
ference to how she feels in her home. 

“What he did was disgusting. This 
has been really upsetting for the 
whole family and the stress has been 
unbelievable.” 


Two men are charged 
with attempted murder 


T WO people have been charged 
with attempted murder fol¬ 
lowing an assault in Barry. 

Ian Huggins, aged 18, of Barry, and 
a 17-year-old, have both been charged 
with two counts of attempted murder. 

They appeared at Cardiff 
Magistrates’ Court on Friday, January 
25. 


The pair were remanded and will 
next appear in court on February 22. 

Officers were called to reports of an 
assault in North Walk, Barry, in the 
early hours of January 23. 

Three men were taken to hospital for 
treatment. A 23-year-old man remains 
in hospital in a stable condition.

“Being among people 
who have tinnitus, listen¬ 
ing to their experiences 
and how they manage 
it, can be a tremendous 
help. I witness this first 
hand when attending 
group meetings. It is 
amazing seeing the 
difference it makes to 
people, especially those 
who have recently been 
diagnosed.” 

Tinnitus is defined as 
the experience of sounds 


with no external source, 
most commonly ringing 
or buzzing, but some¬ 
times experienced as 
whooshing, clicking or 
even music. Many people 
aren’t troubled by sounds 
they hear, but for around 
10 per cent, the condition 
has a significant impact 
on their quality of life, 
often linked to stress, 
anxiety and sometimes 
depression. 

Colette added: 
“Tinnitus can be an 
isolating condition, 
with friends and family 
struggling to understand 
how it feels to adapt to 
the presence of loud or 
persistent noises. Some 
people choose to bring 
a partner or family 
member to the meetings, 
which can often help 
both parties understand 
more about the condition 
and the experiences or 
behaviours it can bring.”

Barry Probus look at UFOs 


MIKE Cheeseman gave a 
thought-provoking talk at a 
Barry Probus meeting recently, 
featuring numerous photo¬ 
graphs and film of unidentified 
flying objects. 

The definition of a UFO is: “A 
mysterious object seen in the sky 
for which it is claimed no orthodox 
scientific explanation can be found, 
often supposed to be a vehicle carrying 
extra-terrestrial beings.” 

These sightings are not recent, and 
there are records of them going back 
to the Egyptians 3,000 years ago, when 
they are referred to in carvings and 
writing on papyrus. 

In the last two years, there have 
been 720 unexplained UFOs and many 
more that have been explained as 
lights, clouds, aircraft and numerous 
hoaxes, which left a large number of 
unexplained sightings.

support Barry Memo and keep a cin¬ 
ema in Barry and £46,000 in grants?” 

The council is proposing a 
rise from £52.58 to £63.25.

Valley walks for 
the Penarth and 
District Ramblers 


FILLING a gap in the pro¬ 
gramme, Clive from Penarth 
and District Ramblers along 
with his four female com¬ 
panions travelled up to the 
Sirhowy Valley Country Park, 
named after the river that 
runs through its centre, and 
were delighted that the few 
drops of rain that fell upon 
their arrival soon cleared. 

Despite the fact rain was forecast, it 
remained dry for most of the day but 
the hazard they had to contend with 
was thick, low mist which gave the 
bare woodlands a very eerie feeling. 

The valley, once a quiet farming 
area, soon became part of the indus¬ 
trial era as coal, limestone and wood 
were found in abundance and, fol¬ 
lowing the Tredegar Iron Company’s 
formation in 1800, mammoth changes 
took place. 

As the iron industry took hold, 
people came in vast numbers seeking 
work and the night skies were lit up 
with the glow, smells and noise from 
the furnaces. More mines were sunk 
as the demand for coal rose and quite 
near to their start point, a huge gas 
explosion in 1860 at the Black Vein 
Colliery claimed the lives of 146 men 
and boys. 

With mist shrouding the dripping 


trees and plenty of mud and surface 
water following heavy overnight 
rainfall, they set off climbing through 
Coed Rhyd-Fraith, passing a disused 
quarry and into Coed John-Hywel. A 
zig-zag track brought them through 
Graig-Goch, following the contours 
of the hillside until their last climb 
up onto part of the long distance 
Rhymney Valley Ridgeway Walk, 
where they headed east. 

With visibility down to around 10 
metres, their longed-for views were 
obliterated and reaching the trig point 
on Mynydd Machen, all they could 
do was imagine. A Bronze Age burial 
chamber was sited below the trig 
point and the summit is noticeable 
because of its huge transmission 
mast, no doubt used by many as a 
navigation aid. 

All that was left was a descent 
around the lower slopes of the 
mountain on part of the Raven Walk, 
through fields and woodland in order 
to reach Risca for their return along 
the valley bottom back to their start, 
somewhat muddied but still in high 
spirits.

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PSPOs - Local dog

She also said that on 
CCTV, she had seen 
Parker “kissing the 
money” as he stole it. 

She said accountants’ 
fees had come to £30,000 
and she had to sell many 
of her assets.

“Everyone in the busi¬ 
ness was devastated and 
could not receive their 
Christmas bonus.”

LAST month’s removal of the 
tolls on the two River Severn 
bridges will provide a major 
boost for the south Wales econ¬ 
omy, said MP Alun Cairns. 

The Welsh Secretary and Vale MP 
said in the Commons that removal of 
the tolls will drive the biggest eco¬ 
nomic stimulus Wales has seen in 
decades. 

He said it would put over £1,400 a 
year into the pockets of hard-working 
motorists and boost the south Wales 
economy by £100 million. 

Mr Cairns also welcomed efforts 
being made to encourage closer 
working between south Wales and the 
south-west of England, giving them the 
chance to attract more investment. 


He told MPs: “The great western 
powerhouse allows the south-west of 
England and south Wales to market 
themselves jointly to start competing 
with the northern powerhouse and the 
Midlands engine.” 

Mr Cairns also said efforts are being 
made across government departments 
to decentralise civil service jobs from 
London to south Wales. 

He warned that abolishing the Severn 
tolls has also created challenges. 

Mr Cairns said: “We need better 
integration for projects such as the 
Chepstow bypass and other road pro¬ 
jects that work cross-border, and we 
need to harness those as priorities.”

Jade had her Selective 
Dorsal Rhizotomy (SDR) 
operation in July in St Louis. 
In the six months following 
she has made good progress.

She can now stand and 
walk a bit on her own. 

Her one difficulty is that balance 
is sometimes difficult, so she has 
to be near something to hold on 
to or have someone to steady her.

ter. The book contains 
over 50 personal plates 
from the collection and 
features Richey’s early 
school essays, poems, 
letters and notes from 
his time in Swansea 
University, together 
with photographs of his 
family, friends and the 
Manics themselves. “It 
is a fascinating treasure 
trove, which gave us a 
huge insight into this 
talented and conflicted 
man’s inner psyche. He 


was far more than a rock 
musician. He was a gifted 
poet, writer, prolific 
thinker and intellectual,” 
Sara comments. 

Since her brother’s 
disappearance, Rachel 
Edwards has channelled 
all her efforts into find¬ 
ing out what happened 
to him. She and Sara 
desperately hope that 
Withdrawn Traces might 
elicit new information 
which may eventually 
lead to finding out what 
became of Richey.

She has also written 
several plays which 
have been performed

H aving 
served as 
vice-presi¬ 
dent to George W 
Bush, Dick Cheney 
should be one of the 
most well-known 
men in history. 

However, aside from 
questionable decisions 
made while in office, 
very little is known 
about the man who was 
arguably the power 
behind the throne of the 
presidency of the United 
States of America. 

In Vice, Adam McKay 
attempts to unravel 
Cheney’s life. Portrayed 
by Christian Bale, we 
see Cheney and his wife 
Lynne (Amy Adams) 
go from Wyoming 
to the corridors of 
power in Washington, 
along the way meeting 
figures such as Donald 
Rumsfeld (Steve Carrell) 
and George W Bush 
(Sam Rockwell) who

certainly perfect subject 
matter for a film. But 
how do you manage to 
make a film about a man 
who has made a career, 
a life even, of living 
in the shadows, being 
the power behind the 
throne? 

McKay’s response 
is to make a film that 
clings to the truth, but 
tonally plays things with 
a lighter touch, and it 
pays great dividends. 

Much like The Big 
Short, he gives the 
film an urgent, yet 
woozy feel, with some 
wonderful little tricks 
and stylistic nods (a 
fake credit-roll midway 
through the film is a 
beautiful touch) that give 
the film a strong sense of 
identity. 

Having written the 
script as well, McKay 


has a solid handle on the 
material. He is keenly 
aware of how to present 
material like this, and 
crafts an engaging story 
that, as an opening title 
card puts it, they’ve tried 
their best to put together 
when the source material 
is so scarce. 

It would be easy for 
McKay to paint Cheney 
as this figure of hate, 
damning him for his 
actions, but he takes 
great pains to paint 
Cheney as a complex 
character who is driven 
by the bigger picture 
and his belief in what 
he felt was the greater 
good, regardless of the 
collateral damage. 

He is blessed with 
a quite phenomenal 
cast who all offer per¬ 
formances that match. 
Christian Bale’s physical 
transformation from 
youthful Cheney to bald, 
barrel-bellied Cheney 
may have been achieved 
wholly naturally (no 
prosthetics here) but that 
isn’t the main talking 
point of his performance. 

With his measured 
tones, a self-righteous¬ 
ness and self-assurance 
that never seems to 
wobble and a coldness 
that is sometimes played 
for laughs, sometimes 
played for horror, Bale 
is absolutely incredible 
here. It’s a performance 
of quiet, controlled 
power, and is mesmeris¬ 
ing to watch. 

Equally as superb is 
Amy Adams as his wife 


Lynne. In many ways 
she is the driving force, 
turning Cheney from 
a power-line worker 
to (arguably) the most 
powerful man in the 
world, and is equally 
capable of being cold¬ 
blooded when she has 
to. Her performance is a 
wonderful foil for Bale, 
and the pair share a 
tremendous connection. 

Both Sam Rockwell 
and Steve Carrell are 
superb as Bush and 
Rumsfeld respectively, 
while around them the 
likes of Jesse Plemons 
(as a cleverly-used 
narrator), Tyler Perry 
and Alison Pill all offer 
tremendous support. 

This is one of those 
rare films where there 
are so few missteps 
along the way. 

Instead, Vice is a phe¬ 
nomenal piece of work, 
a dazzling and engaging 
portrait of a complex 
man and his place in 
history. 

VERDICT: A truly 
exceptional piece of 
filmmaking, Vice has 
energetic direction from 
Adam McKay, and some 
breathtaking perfor¬ 
mances from Christian 
Bale and Amy Adams 
among an impeccable 
cast. Powerful, relevant 
yet delivered with a 
wonderfully-judged tone, 
this is superb filmmak¬ 
ing. Essential viewing.

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Man ordered to pay back 
£35,000 at POCA hearing 


A MAN, who was found asleep in 
a car in Barry next to bundles of 
cash, has been ordered to pay back 
more than £35,000 he made from 
his criminal lifestyle. 

Joseph Hilton, aged 23, of Manchester, 
was sentenced in July 2018, to 9 months 
imprisonment after pleading guilty to offer¬ 
ing to supply a controlled drug of class 
B - cannabis and acquiring/use/possess 
criminal property. 

Following his conviction, South Wales 
Police’s financial investigators began pro¬ 
ceedings under the Proceeds of Crime 
Act (POCA) to recover any cash or assets 
gained as a result of his crimes. 

At a POCA hearing in Cardiff Crown 
Court on January 29 Hilton was ordered to 
pay back £35,650.84 within three months 
or face nine months imprisonment. 

The court previously heard, officers 
attended Hood Road, Barry, on April 1, 


2018, in response to a report of a man 
slumped over in a car with the engine 
running. They found Hilton asleep in the 
driver’s seat of a BMW one series. 

While trying to wake the defendant, 
officers smelt alcohol and observed a large 
amount of cash on the passenger’s seat. 

They seized £5,000 in cash, a gold Rolex 
watch, an amount of cannabis along with 
£400 in cash which was found on Hilton. 

In his police interview, Hilton claimed 
the £5,000 found on the seat was going 
to be used to buy a car in Manchester but 
he didn’t have time to purchase the car 
before travelling down to Cardiff to watch 
a boxing match. 

Evidence found on the defendant’s 
phone showed videos of him handling large 
quantities of cash and flaunting expensive 
watches and designer clothing. 

Detective Inspector Dean Taylor said: 
“Videos found on the defendant’s phone 
showed him living an extravagant lifestyle 


for a person who was unemployed. Our 
financial investigations are committed to 
investigating the financial affairs of crimi¬ 
nals to determine the extent of their profits. 

“The public can really help us by pass¬ 
ing on any information about people who 
may be making a living off their criminal 
lifestyle. Generally, these people are clearly 
seen to spend more than their apparent 
disposable income. 

“We are determined to deal with drug 
issues in our area, and will take robust 
action against anyone who attempts to 
distribute illegal drugs. 

“I would like to thank the community 
for the information provided and would 
urge anyone with any information about 
drug dealing in our communities should 
have confidence to report it to us - call 
us on 101, or report it anonymously to 
Crimestoppers on 0800 555 111.”

‘Boat in a box’ 
refugee rescuer 
returns to Vale 


JANE Hutt AM 
met with Robin 
Jenkins recently to 
hear about his work 
with refugees and 
his recent experi¬ 
ence working with 
a humanitarian 
group in December 
aboard the Dutch 
vessel Sea-Watch 3. 

Mr Jenkins, originally 
from the Vale and an 
alumnus of Atlantic 
College, has been work¬ 
ing with lifeboats since 
his time at the College 
where the rigid-hulled 
inflatable lifeboat was 
invented. 

Mr Jenkins runs 
Atlantic Pacific, an NGO 
that evolved from a visit 
to Japan in 2014 to visit 
to Japan following the 
earthquake and tsunami 
of March 2011. 

Atlantic College 
designed and built a small 
easy-to-use rigid-hulled 
inflatable lifeboat*. A 
40ft shipping container 
was then outfitted to 
hold both lifeboat and a 
mobile lifeboat station 
containing a workshop 
for fixing the lifeboat and 
a changing facility for 


the crew. 

Mr Jenkins trains vol¬ 
unteers having assisted 
as crew member on 
lifeboats for the past 15 
years and seeing how 
ill-prepared many crews 
were for dealing with 
refugees. 

He said that their next 
goal would be to take the 
‘Lifeboat in a Box’ to 
Mozambique. 

Ms Hutt said: “In 
this week when we are 
promoting Wales as a 
‘nation of sanctuary’, 
Mr Jenkins’ courage and 
dedication to supporting 
people in the greatest 
need is exemplary to us 
all.’ 

*As reported before in 
The GEM, Rear Admiral 
Desmond Hoare, in 1962 
and recently retired from 
the Royal Navy, was 
the first headmaster of 
Atlantic College. With 
the help of students, he 
designed and built the 
rigid inflatable boat 
(RIB), patenting the 
design in 1973. He sold 
the rights to the design 
the the RNLI for £1. He 
was paid by cheque, and 
did not cash the cheque.

HOUSE prices in 
Wales have reached 
an all-time peak, 
with the aver¬ 
age house price 
across the country 
now £186,699. 

The figures have been 
released today from 
Principality Building 
Society’s Wales 
House Price Index for 
October to December 
2018, which shows the 
rise and fall of house 
prices in each of the 
22 local authorities. 

The new peak in 
Wales recorded in 
December is £2,000 
higher than the previ¬ 
ous highest average in 
September 2018. Price 
growth in the fourth 
quarter of 2018 slowed 
down to just 0.3 per 
cent compared with 
the previous quarter 
at 3.6 per cent, but the 
number of house sales 
in 2018 compared to 
2017 remain broadly the 
same at just over 48,000. 

Six local authority 
areas had annual price 
increases of 6 per cent 
or higher. These were 
Torfaen (8.7 per cent), 
Caerphilly (7.5 per cent), 
Blaenau Gwent (7.2 per 
cent), Newport (6.5 per 
cent), Monmouthshire 


(6.1 per cent) and the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
(6.0 per cent). 

With the exception 
of the Vale these areas 
are all located in the 
south-east corner of 
Wales, indicating that 
these local authorities 
are still reaping the 
benefits of the removal 
of the Severn Bridge 
tolls with an increase in 
commuting to Bristol, 
where the average 
house price is £325,000. 

Tom Denman, chief 
financial officer at 
Principality Building 
Society said: “There are 
a number of possible rea¬ 
sons why Welsh house 
prices are at an all-time 
high - interest rates are 
currently close to their 
historic low, the number 
of people in work is near 
an all-time high while 
average weekly earnings 
have risen above the 
rate of inflation. Welsh 
Government housing 
schemes have also 
helped would-be prop¬ 
erty owners on to, and 
up, the housing ladder. 

“We know from 
a recent survey that a 
quarter of people in 
Wales admit Brexit is 
affecting whether they 
buy or sell a home. 
Brexit has undoubtedly 


affected the market but 
so far hasn’t dampened 
the market in Wales as 
much as England, with 
the number of prop¬ 
erty sales estimated to 
be on a par with last 
year. Affordability of 
homes in the country 
compared to areas of 
south-west England is 


likely to have helped 
growth, along with 
supply and demand.” 

The three local author¬ 
ity areas that have seen 
average house prices fall 
over the last year are 
Pembrokeshire (-1.4 per 
cent), Denbighshire (-1.9 
per net) and Neath Port 
Talbot (-2.4 per cent).

FOR Vale 
Council activities 
coordinator Sam 
Gordon, running 
sports sessions for 
schoolchildren isn’t 
the most exhausting 
part of his day. 

That’s because the 
24-year-old is one of 
UK Athletics’ hottest 
prospects who spends 
most mornings training 
on the track. 

Sam is a sprinter and 
currently Wales’ fastest 
man, with a 100-metre 
personal best of 10.14 
seconds. 

Next month he will 
be competing in the 
British Championships 
in Birmingham before 
travelling to Glasgow 
for March’s European 
Indoor Championships. 

Fitted around that 
hectic schedule, the 
man hailed one of the 
country’s rising stars 
organises after-school 
activities for pupils 
across the Vale. 


“I’m an activities 
coordinator for the Vale 
Council, which means 
I go to schools around 
the Vale taking sports 
sessions,” he said. 

“It’s not PE, where 
people have to get 
grades, this is fun and 
we can have a good 
time. That’s what sport’s 
about. 

“I thoroughly enjoy 
my job, but balancing 
it with training, as any 
other athlete will say, is 
really tough. 

“Training-wise, I 
probably do 18 to 20 
hours a week and am 
making steady progress. 

“I keep the mindset 
that I don’t want to be 
outworked so you could 
say I have the mentality 
of an underdog. 

“I come into every 
session, every race, as 
the underdog knowing 
that I’ve put in the work 
of a champion. That 
sounds so cliche, but 
you’ve got to think like 
that or else you’ll never 


“If I achieve all the 
goals I’ve set myself it 
could be a very long, 
but very rewarding year 
where I could get my 
name on the global stage 
so people start knowing 
who I am,” Sam added. 

“My goal is to be the 
fastest Welsh sprinter 
in history. I do want to 
have that title of the first 
Welsh runner to run sub- 
10 seconds. 

“Sprinting isn’t cheap 
and athletics isn’t cheap 
and I don’t have any 
sponsors whatsoever. 

“Most of the elite 
athletes in Great Britain 
have financial backing 
due to Lottery funding. 
I’m probably on 10 per 
cent of what they’re 
earning so what that 
means is I do still have 
to work. But that’s fine 
because I like the job.”

Cup quarter-finals 
after five-goal thriller 


BARRY Town United reached 
the JD Welsh Cup quarter-fi¬ 
nals on Saturday, with Jordan 
Cotterill, Jonathan Hood and 
Kayne McLaggon on target in 
a 3-2 win over Cefn Druids. 

Gavin Chesterfield’s side will now 
play Welsh League Division One 
Cambrian and Clydach Vale at Jenner 
Park on the first weekend of March, with 
a place in April’s semi-finals at stake. 

Penalty shoot-out victors over 
Rhyl at the weekend, Cambrian and 
Clydach are the last team from out¬ 
side the JD Welsh Premier League 
remaining in this season’s competition. 

Nevertheless, the Rhondda outfit 
have proven their knock-out pedigree 
this term, toppling no fewer than top 
flight teams, including Barry, en route 
to January’s Nathaniel MG final. 

Barry started strong in Saturday’s 
fourth road tie against Druids, with 
captain Cotterill’s low shot from dis¬ 
tance squeezing past a sprawling goal¬ 
keeper to give them a 10th minute lead. 

The Ancients though were eager 
to avoid a repeat of January’s 5-2 
league defeat and soon equalised 
in the 14th minute when Wales C 
international call-up Naim Arsan 
teed himself up with his right and 
crashed home a fine left-footed effort 
from the edge of the penalty area. 

On many other afternoons, Arsan’s 
sweet strike would have been goal 
of the game, but Barry’s Jonathan 
Hood would sensationally eclipse it 
three minutes into the second half. 

Collecting from teammate Chris 
Hugh 35 yards from the Druids goal, 
hitman Hood would skip past his man 
and move towards the centre, while 
weighing up an ambitious attempt. 

Taking a single touch forward, Hood 
eyed the top comer and let rip, rat¬ 
tling the top comer to restore Barry’s 
advantage and surely stake a claim 
for the Welsh Cup goal of the season. 


Their stunning second was quickly 
followed by what would become a 
cmcial third, with Hood supplying 
Mo Touray and mnning into space, 
only for the Wales under-21 interna¬ 
tional to switch things up and pick 
out Kayne McLaggon, who then 
rounded the goalkeeper to score. 

Dmids would pull one back in the 
78th minute, when Jon Owen tucked 
a hotly-contested penalty into the bot¬ 
tom comer, handing Huw Griffiths’ 
men a lifeline for the final stretch. 

Barry though would do enough 
to maintain their Jenner Park win¬ 
ning record and advance to what 
now appears a fiercely competitive 
last eight, where holders Connah’s 
Quay Nomads travel to Caernarfon 
Town, professionals TNS head to 
Llandudno and Bala host Cardiff MU. 

This weekend league football 
resumes, with a visit to Caernarfon 
Town’s Oval on the cards. 

After taking a mighty 1,300 support¬ 
ers to their Welsh Cup win at Bangor 
City on Saturday, a large home crowd is 
expected to be backing Sean Eardley’s 
sixth-placed side in north Wales. 

With champions The New Saints 
in action at Bala on Thursday night, 
another victory might be required for 
leaders Barry to be top of the JD Welsh 
Premier League this time next week. 

However, the league campaign thus 
far has taught us to expect the unex¬ 
pected - could the Lakesiders do Barry 
a favour to close out January, ahead 
of the two teams’ televised clash at 
Jenner Park on Saturday, February 9? 

Whatever plays out at Maes Tegid 
on Thursday and at Latham Park this 
Saturday, where the Nomads tackle 
Newtown, Barry will be acutely 
aware a win in Caernarfon will see 
them top, with nine subsequent 
matchdays to round out this exciting 
JD Welsh Premier League season.
